How Parking Meter 
Funds Are Being Kept

What happens to the penny, or the 
nickel, you drop into your parking 
meter? 
According to a survey conducted 
by d ia rie s F. law Decker, executive 
secretary M the Institute of laical 
Government

half of the 149 Pennsylvania com* 
inanities having meter* maintain 
special parking meter funds for the 
deposit of receipts. 
Ninety-five communities, the su r­ 
vey indicated, transfer receipts to 
tile general fund and therefore are 
not able to identify specific pur­ 
poses for the expenditure of t h e 
parking meter receipts, 
III 4*5 cities, however, the meter 
receipts were spent for traffic reg­ 
ulation, in 25 places on intl ice activi­ 
ties. anti in 8 municipalities, parts 
of tin1 receipts were used for muni­ 
cipal parking lots. 
During I!*It?, parking meters in 


a9*1 
Pennsylvania brought $1,661,000 to 
city treasuries. This amount repre­ 
sented an increase of 66 per cent 
over receipts for 1946, "It appears," 
I.eeDoeker says. "that after a tem ­ 
porary levelling off during the war, 
meter receipts are again resum ing 
their upward trend and should easi­ 
ly exceed $2,000,000 in Iftg?.*’ 
In 1948, the average receipts per 
meter ranged from $8.S1 in (Sirbon- 
dale to $103,73 In Hanover.

average per meter for the State was 
$61.37. The survey also Showed the
